Week.  The  busy  week  of  activities  is  presented  by  The  University  of  Dubuque  Black  Presidium.  Officers  of 
this  organization  are,  President  Cynthia  Veal;  Vice  President  and  Treasurer,  Darren  Gluver;  and  Secretary 
Donna  Cooper. 

Activities  highlighting  the  week  were  the  movie  Bustin’  Loose,  starring  Richard  Pryer  and  Cicely  Tycin, 
A Night  of  Performing  Arts,  consisting  of  the  reading  of  works  of  a variety  of  black  authors.  Another  Night 
of  Shrita  Hunt,  an  accomplished  actress  who’s  talents  have  been  aclaimed  in  New  York  and  Villagers 
magazines.  The  week  concluded  with  a fashion  show  using  UD  students  as  models  and  came  to  a close  with 
one  of  America’s  Leading  Black  Spokesperson’s  Rev.  Benjamin  Hook  as  guest  lecturer.

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The  story  of  PIPPIN  is  loosely  based  on  the  first  born  son  of  Charlemagne.  Emperor  of 
the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  In  the  course  of  the  production  we  meet  Pippin’s  father, 
Charlemagne:  his  stepmother,  Fastrada;  his  somewhat  ‘stupid’  stepbrother.  Lewis;  his 
grandmother,  Berthe,  and  several  other  characters.  The  musical  was  written  by  Roger 
0.  Hirson  with  music  and  lyrics  by  Stephen  Schwartz,  the  author  of  GODSPELL.  Even 
though  the  story  is  set,  timewise  in  about  780  A.D.  in  ancient  Rome,  as  with  GODSPELL. 
there  is  a definite  statement  in  the  play  dealing  with  the  mood  of  the  late  sixties  and 
early  seventies  when  the  play  first  appeared  on  Broadway.  The  underlying  theme  of  the 
play  deals  with  a young  man’s.  PIPPIN’S,  search  for  complete  fulfillment  in  a world  that 
cannot  provide  it. 

In  the  opening  PIPPIN  meets  a troupe  of  players  including  a character  known  as  the 
Leading  Player,  who  promise  him  the  chance  of  something  completely  fulfilling.  In  the 
six  scenes  which  follow  the  players  lead  PIPPIN  through  those  ‘experiences’  that  should 
be  completely  fulfilling.  Having  tried  "everything,”  PIPPIN  returns  to  the  troupe  of 
players  in  the  finale  sure  that  there  is  nothing  completely  fulfilling.  However,  the 
players  had  promised  him  the  opportunity  of  complete  fulfillment  and  they  offer  him  one 
last  chance  to  perform,  in  the  words  of  the  Leading  Player,  "the  only  completely  perfect 
act  in  our  repertoire.”
